Jap Prince 


Astounded 
By Arrest 


TOKYO, Dec. 3.—(4)—A  be- 
wildered old man with 19th cen- 
tury mustachios stood amid the 
bomb-charred ruins of his impe 
rial mansion Monday and pro- 
fessed ignorance as to why he was 
the first member of the Japanese 
imperial household named as a 
suspected war criminal. 


“IT have no idea why I was 
named and it was very much a 
surprise to me,” Imperial Prince 
SA. oto said tn his. 
first’ intervie with a foreign 
newspaperman. 

Almost as he was speaking 
Foreign Minister Shigeru Yoshida 
submitted a formal Japanese gov- 
ernment request to Allied head- 
quarters asking “for a reprieve” 
for the aged prince, whose arrest 
along with 58 other suspects was 
ordered earlier in the day. 


CLASSIFIES HIMSELF 

Standing stiffly in his garden, 
the 7l-year-old Nashimoto de- 
scribed himself as a field mar- 
shal without a command, a prince 
without influence, and a Shinto 
ritualist with little to do. 

“T had nothing whatsoever to 
do with the war and nobody ever 
consulted me on political affairs,” 
Nashimoto said. “I didn’t active- 
ly oppose it, but you can imagine 
how I felt... I can imagine what 
you think of (war-time Premier 


Hideki) Tojo and I feel the same | 


way.” 

Thg prince declared that he re- 
tired from direct participation in 
military affairs in 1932—“not in 


'opposition to the Manchurian in- 


cident, but because of ill health.” 
Since then he has served on the 
board of marshals, which func- 
tioned infrequently when the em- 
peror asked its advice on military 
matters. 
“HONORARY CHAIRMAN” 
“Foreign Minister Yoshida noti- 
fied me a short time ago about 
the war criminal list,” Nashimoto 
said. “He thought maybe I would 
be named because of my connec- 
tion with several societies.”

—and for training airplane glider 
pilots for air raid defense. 

“But I was only an honorary | 
chairman.

DETROIT, Dec. 3.—(UP)— 
President Truman’s personal ap- 
peal to end the paralyzing Gen- 
eral Motors strike appeared head- 
ed for failure Monday night, but 
results will not be known defi- 
nitely before Saturday. 

R. J. Thomas, president of the 


United Automobile Workers’ Un- 
ion (CIO), said 200 representa- 
tives of the 175,000 striking union 
members will assemble in Detroit 
Saturday to “answer the Presi- 


dent” with a decision “based on. 


the democratic vote of the strik- 
ers.” 
“DON’T LIKE PROPOSALS” 

Speaking for the UAW top 
command, however, Thomas said 
“we do not like the President’s 
proposal” and asserted that Mr. 
Truman’s recommendations to 
congress “threatened the founda- 
tions of democracy.” 

Thomas was supported by Wal- 
ter P. Reuther, mastermind of the 
General Motors strike and _ vice 
president of the powerful UAW. 

“If I were a plant member,” 
Reuther said, “I would certainly 
not be willing to go back to work 
with only the President’s  pro- 
posal as a basis for settlement. 

“I would vote to continue the 
strike.” 

Company officials did not com- 
ment. A spokesman said “the 
next move is up. to the union.” 

In direct telegrams to officials 
of the union and the company, Mr.

Thousands of Jobs Open in Georgia; 
It All Depends on Where You Live 


By MARJORY SMITH. 

There are thousands of jobs go- 
ing begging in Atlanta and in 
Georgia. 

There are also thousands of job- 
less men and women registered 
with the 35 United States Employ- 
ment Service offices in the state, 
many of them drawing unemploy- 
ment compensation weekly. 

According to Dr. T. H. Quigley, 
USES state director, the discrep- 
ancy between job openings .and 
available skills in this area adds 
up to “a complicated employment 
picture, with grave social impli- 
cations.” 

Are there still plenty of jobs? 
The answer to that one depends 
on where job-seekers are. 

If you live in Atlanta, the an- 
swer is “yes.” There are current- 
ly 7,800 employment orders reg- 
istered with the Atlanta USES of- 
fice, as contrasted to only 4,500 
claimants. 


But over in Hall and Gwinnett) 
center of shoe factory | 
layoffs, it’s a different story. The 


counties, 


USES Gainsville office reports six 
times as many applicants as jobs. 
In the Cedartown area there are 
four times as many. job-seekers as 
employment orders; in Athens 
1,200 applicants are 
confronted with approximately 
217 openings. Eleven offices have 
more openings than applicants. 

Georgia as a whole has more 
unemployed men and women than 
jobs. Current statewide USES 
figures are: 24,000 job orders on 
file, 35,000 applicants. 

Breakdown of figures does not 
give the whole story, Dr. Quigley 
cautions, 

“If we could only distribute 
available jobs among the claim- 
ants listed in our office, it 
would be a simple matter,” the 
state director points out. “But, 
for the most part, the skills avail- 
able are not in demand. Claimants 
in our office either don't or 
won 't—fit the iobs ~ e have calls 
for!”

Nation's Maritime Workers Strike, 
Ask Ships Be Used To Return Gls" 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3. tp | 
Thousands of members of the CIO 
National Maritime Union through- 
out the nation left their jobs Mon- 
day in a 24-hour work stoppage 


that tied up loading and sailing |

The walkout was called to em- 
phasize the union’s contention 
that return of overseas veterans 
was being delayed because some 
ships it claimed were suitable to 
carry soldiers were being used for 
eommercial purposes. 

Union officials had estimated 
the stoppage would affect 90,000 
of its members’ and that various 
other unions, including American 
Federation of Labor affiliates, 
would support the protest. 

The stoppage affected ports in 
Virtually all sections of the nation 
except the Great Lakes area and 
New England coast. 

The union announced that its 
Members on troopships, colliers, 
tankers, vessels transporting re- 
lief supplies and ships at sea 
would remain on the job. 

The stoppage was hardly notice- 
able at Boston because ships in 
that port were in the exempt cate- 
gory. Two freighters due later in 
the day were expected to be af- 
fected, however. All ships at Port- 
land, Maine, also either were out- 
side the affected category or car- 
ried crews who were members of 
other unions. 

Hewlett R, Bishop, Atlantic 
coast director of the War Ship- 
ping Administration, said only 38 
ships were involved on the At- 
lantic coast, but the NMU said 
this was the picture:

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Truman Asks for Action 


President Truman ias stepped square- 
ly into the nation’s chaotic production 


picture. 


Not even the most voluble critic of so- 
called “government interference” can deny 
that he had delayed long enough before 
doing so. Labor and management have 
been accorded evary opportunity to work 
out their wage disputes on the traditional 
free enterprise basis. The labor-manage- 
ment conference, the last hope for peace- 
ful settlement of growing industrial strife, 
has ended in complete Milure. Neither side 
demonstrated the slightest willingness to 
compromise. Each seemed more eager to 
embarrass the other than to accomplish the 
important goal—production for the public 
good. 


Thus, President Truman is fully justi- 
fied in calling on the striking General Mo- 
tors employes to “return to work immedi- 
ately” and in urging that congress set up 
fact-finding machinery whereunder future 
labor unrest can be mitigated before it 
reaches the critical stage. Indeed, the only 
valid criticism of the President's action 
probably stems from his reluctance to take 
it until every other recourse has been 
exhausted. 


We fervently hope that the United Auto 
Workers will return to the strike-bound 
General Motors plants and that immedi- 
ate production on new automobiles can be 
gotten under way. This is not the only 
strike in the country, of course, but it is 
the most important one. And it is to its 


settlement that participants in many minor 
disputes have looked for a criterion. 


The Auto Workers have nothing to lose 
by returning to their jobs at this time. In- 
deed, the consensus is that, because of the 
corporate tax structure, they were ill-ad- 
vised in striking hefore the first of the 
year in the first place. 


By returning to work now, they will 
demonstrate their good faith and win pub- 
lic support for their case. Moreover, they 
will provide an industrial impetus which 
will set the reconversion wheels to rolling 
and act to stave off the inflation which be- 
comes more of a threat each day they are 
idle. 


Meanwhile, President Truman will get 
well nigh unanimous support in, his cam- 
paign for a non-partisan fact-finding board 
to investigate and publicize the reasons for 
industrial disputes. While the recommen- 
dations of such a group would not be bind- 
ing on either management or labor, it 
would provide'a basis for the crystalliza- 
tion of public opinion which would serve 
to insure a just settlement. 


Such a system has worked miracles in 
labor-management relationships in the 
railroad field and there is no reason to 
think it would not alleviate, at least to 
some extent, the nation’s current indus- 
trial strife. 


At any rate, President Truman has 
taken direct action to end the reconversion 
muddle. He should receive the closest co- 
operation from all concerned.

Wants Peace, They Said 


From the time he had the Reichstag burned 
to provide a reason for asking of the aging, 
senile von Hindenburg that he be given extraor- 

dinary powers, a lot of persons in other countries believed in Adolf 
Hitler. 

They believed in him all the way down to the time he began 
his drive through France. There were some, even, who believed 
him and defended him until after Pearl Harbor. For all I know, 
there may be some warped minds which believe in him yet. 

And, in America, in France, in England and other smaller na- 
tions, there were those who spoke up saying that he was a reason- 
able man. He wanted peace, they said. All he wanted was to 
protect Germany, to give her room in which to live. 

So they said. They said it when he took Austria. 

They excused him, and even more volubly did they excuse them- 
selves, when they made the Munich agreement. It means peace, 


they said. 

: Now, there is being unfolded at the trials 
Their Own Words in Berlin, the documents made by the 
Nazis themselves. Take two early documents: 

From the document on creation of a council for the defense of 
the Reich, dated May 21, 1935, and signed by the then German war 
minister, von Blomberg: 

“The plenipotentiary general for war economy, appointed by 
the Fuehrer and Reich’s chancellor, will begin his work aiready 
in peacetime. The new law for defense of the Reich should create 
clear legal basis for the transfer of the whole machinery of state 
from the state of peace to one of war.” 

From documentary notes on a speech by Hitler to a select group 
of war chieftains in Berlin on Nov. 1937: 

“The German question can only be solved by way of force. 
For improvement of our military and political position, it must 
be our first aim in every case of entanglement by war to conquer 
Czechoslovakia and Austria simultaneously in order to remove any 
threat from the flanks in case of a possible advance westward.” 

“Prepare for war,’ he was saying in 1935. 

In 1937, two years later, he was saying, “Go to war.” 

In France, in England and in America there were many who 
nodded in agreement when he said, “Germany stands for peace.” 

“He isn’t a bad fellow,” they said. “Really, you know, his ideas 
aren't all bad. He isn't fool enough to want war. A little eccentric, 


a little bombastic, but, after all, he wants peace. 

And Sam By 1939 he was saying, in a document marked “Top 
Secret,” and held in the Nazis’ bomb-proof files, at 

a meeting with his top generals: 

“There is therefore no question of sparing Poland, and we are 
left with the decision to attack Poland at the first suitable oppor- 
tunity. 

“Dutch and Belgian air bases must be occupied by armed force. 
Declarations of neutrality must be ignored. The war with England 
and France will be a life-and-death struggle.” 

When was this? It was something less than a year after Munich 
where Hitler had said, “This assures peace for Europe.” It was 
about nine months, to be exact, after Munich and the statement by 
Neville Chamberlain to cheering Britons, “This means peace for 
our time.” 

And in America, in France, in other countries there were those 
who nodded their heads and said, “See, we told you. He isn't a 
bad fellow. He wants peace.”

How many of us recall that some newspapers and columnists and 
commentators were saying that Danzig wasn’t important—‘let him 
have it’’—then we will have peace. 

That was said after the invasion of Poland. 

Now comes one of the captured documents in which Hitler said: 

“Danzig is not the subject of the dispute at all. It is a question 
of expanding our living space in the East... and the settlement of 
the Baltic problem.” 

Yet the late Senator Borah was saying in congress that his 
sources of information, which were better than those of the State 
Department, assured him there would be no war in Europe. 

Certain congressmen and isolationists, on and off newspapers, 
were shouting that Roosevelt was a warmonger, that everyone 
wanted peace but Roosevelt who wanted us to prepare for war. 

The stenographic notes taken of a Hitler conference on August 
‘22, 1939, report him saying: 

“The occasion is favorable now as it has never been. I have only 
one fear, and that is that Chamberlain or such another dirty swine 
comes to me with propositions for a change of mind. He will be 
thrown downstairs. Even if I must personally kick him in the belly 
before the eyes of all the photographers. No! 

“For this it is too late. The invasion and extermination of Poland 
begin on Saturday morning, I will have a few companies in Polish 
uniform to attack in Upper Silesia or in the protectorate. Whether 
the world believes it doesn’t mean a damn to me. The world be- 
lieves only in success.” 

There is more, One could go on. 

Today there are voices, taking advantage of the natural longing 
for our men to come home and of the desperate yearning of their 
families to have them home, who say to us that we need not do any 
more: that we need no armies of occupation, that we can isolate our- 
selves from the world and live as we please. 

Now their voices are louder than ever. But, somehow I cannot 
believe the American people will listen.

When Georgia's soft-talking, hard-smoking Robert Ramspeck 
tapped out his pipe and said good-by to congress, you could almost 
hear Truman stock sag farther in a falling house market. 


Robert Ramspeck is more than house whip. He has a knack of 
stepping lightly over that widening gap between the north and south 
wings of the Democratic party, persuading the more liberal south- 
erners to follow. 


Seldom in 12 years has that sectional gulf gaped so deep or 
wide. In six months it has stretched the Truman legislative pro 
gram so thin that about all the President can do is gaze wistfully 
across the void. 


Capitol leadership of a split party had already hit a new low 
in effectiveness and now one of the most competent subleaders ig 
Stepping out. 

Ramspeck’'s fame as the merit system’s friend had evershadowed 
his less publicized leadership role. His was the thankless task of 
dragging back those absentee Democrats to face a vote on the issues, 


His was the yeoman’s job of carrying out instructions of the 
“Big Two,” of Speaker Sam Rayburn and Majority Leader John 
McCormack. It is no secret that Rayburn and McCormack do not 
always see eye-to-eye. 

None could call the turn on a vote quicker than Ramspeck, or 
move faster to plug the holes when they could be plugged. Be 
tween floor stints, he sat in the lobby smoking that pipe, chatting 
socially. 

He was the first to catch a mood, trend or rumor, track it to itg 
source. If colleagues wanted advice, he gave it to them straight 
If they wanted courage, he set the example by his own votes. °

To one of Atlanta’s leading barristers, Colquitt Carter, goes the 
honor of discrediting the theories of the famed Sherlock Holmes, 
his name and his “discovery” of false clues in a Holmes story being 
outlined in the current issue of the Atlantic Monthly. 


By way of explanation, the story, “What Sherlock Didn’t Know,” 
by Stuart C. Rand, a Boston trial lawyer and a member of the 
Massachusetts legislature, is written to “debunk” a Holmes story in 
which certain legal facts of Georgia were misinterpreted.

Colquitt appears as a witness in the story, and is examined by 
Sir Henry Hawkins as follows:
